Alabama Head Football Coach Mike 
DuBose was mystified when he heard that 
Arkansas Head Coach Houston Nutt thought 
Bama had “turned in” the Razorbacks, While 
Alabama had nothing to do with the situa- 
tion, whoever alerted Arkansas probably did 
the Hogs a favor. 

The situation is this; The NCAA allows a 
team which plays games at more than one 
site to have visiting prospects at both sites. 
However, the Southeastern Conference, 
which dances to the beat of drummers play- 
ing at only one site, permits such schools to 
have prospects at only one game at the non- 
campus site. 

Arkansas planned to have prospects in 
Little Rock when the Razorbacks hosted SMU 
a week before Bama went to Fayetteville. 
However, the Hogs play Kentucky and LSU 
later in the year in Little Rock, and one of 
those games is preferable from a recruiting 
standpoint. The SEC notified Arkansas it 
could have prospects at only one game. 

A reporter asked Nutt if he thought 
Alabama tumed Arkansas in to the SEC. Natt 
said, “Probably so. Word got out and they fol- 
lowed up on it.” 

Although Bama didn't do Arkansas the 
favor, when the Hogs leamed they could have 
prospects at only one Little Rock game, they 
were able to make changes. 

DuBose noted, “All they have to do is read 
the rule book, | guess they've got one in 
Arkansas. I know we can only use Legion 
Field once a year. I'd love to see the rule 
changed. It really affects Alabama and 
Arkansas more than any other schools, We 
need to see if we can’t get the SEC to go along 
with the NCAA rule.” 


Heisman Hype 

There are two schools of thought on how 
much Alabama should do to promote junior 
tailback Shaun Alexander for the Heisman 
Trophy. Alexander, who set an Alabama 
record with five rushing touchdowns against 
Brigham Young and who rushed [or over 200 
yards against Vanderbilt, was named SEC 
Offensive Player of the Week after both 
games. And with those performances, 
Alexanders name was added to the media's 
“Heisman Watch.” 

Historically, Alabama has considered foot- 
ball to be a team game and has not promoted 
individual athletes with high-profile cam- 
paigns, such as those of Tennessee (and many 
other schools). When Tennessee's ultra-pro- 
motion of the nation’s best college football 
player, Peyton Manning, backfired last year, 
that added legitimacy to the philosophy of a 
more subtle campaign. Manning was the vic- 
tim of a backlash against the big promotion 
and finished second for the award. 

The positive side of a major promotion for 
Alexander is its value in recruiting. Most 
players coming out of high school pick a col- 
lege for the opportunity it will give them to 
make big bucks playing professionally. 
Alabama has never had a Heisman Trophy

winner (although it has had other national 
award winners, such as the Butkus and the 
Lombardi). 

Of course, while a number of schools can 
display a Heisman Trophy or two, Alabama 
has the hardware representing 12 national 
championships. 


New Math 

Vanderbilt fans enjoyed a quote from 
Kenny “Snake” Stabler, the former Crimson 
Tide quarterback who is now a member of 
the Alabama radio broadcasting team. 
Commodore Report, a publication covering 
Vandy, said in its story on Bama’s 32-7 win 
over Vanderbilt that Stabler revealed, “The 
only numbers I knew at Alabama were Hut-1, 
Hut-2, Hut-3.” 


George Wallace 

Regardless of what one thinks George 
Wallace did for (or to) Alabama and The 
University of Alabama, his death in mid- 
September meant the death of a former 
Crimson Tide athlete. 

Wallace was an outstanding amateur boxer 
and was a stalwart on an excellent Alabama 
boxing team when the Southeastern 
Conference had that sport in the 1930s. 
Wallace, small in stature at 5-7, fought in the 
lower weight classes. He also had success in 
service boxing, but passed up an opportunity 
to turn professional in order to use his 
University law degree. In his early years as a 
politician he was known as the “Fighting 
Little Judge.” 

In 1983 Wallace was interviewed for "BAMA 
by Tommy Deas and said that he had learned 
a lot about life from his career in boxing and 
that he was still a fan of the sport. And he 
complained that the SEC abolished the sport 
not because it was cruel, but because the 
other sports were jealous ol its success since 
boxing outdrew all other sports except foot- 
ball,

The trials and tribulations suffered by 
Alabama Women's Tennis Coach Jenny 
Mainz in her first year are legendary. 
Between the time she was hired and the time 
she began coaching the Tide she saw a rash 
of injuries deplete her team. 

In order to field a team, she had to recruit 
a walk-on player from the student body. 
Heather Geros, then a junior who hadn't 
played competitively in years, answered the 
call. She played all year and did not win a 
match. 

This year Mainz has a recruiting class and 
returning players are healthy. She didn't 
need Geros. But the coach asked the senior 
from Marietta, Georgia, to come back, ex- 
pecting Geros' work ethic to help her team. 

In this year’s Roberta Alison Fall Classic, 
Mainz put Geros on the court, thinking it 
was perhaps [or the last time. But Geros ex- 
tended her career by at least one match. She 
finally tasted victory, defeating Angela 
Miller, 7-6, 6-3, and made it into the conso- 
lation finals of the D draw.

The Alabama men's golf team will host one 
of the nation’s most prestigious fall men’s 
golf tournaments October 19-20. The Jerry 
Pate National Invitational will be at 
Birmingham's Old Overton. 


Baseball Post-Season Expands 

Considering the rapid growth in the popu- 
larity of college baseball, it's not surprising 
that college baseball's post-season will be 
bigger and better in 1999. The NCAA has 
announced a new format for the post-sea- 
son, including more teams and a super re- 
gional, 

The NCAA Regionals will expand from 48 
teams to 64 teams beginning this season. Due 
to the increase in participants, the NCAA will 
sponsor 16, four-team regionals at various 
campus sites on Memorial Day weekend 
(May 28-30). The winners of those 16 re- 
gionals will then advance to the Super 
Regional for a best-of-three series June 4-5. 
The winners of the Super Regional will ad- 
vance to the College World Series beginning 
Friday, June 11, The national championship 
game, televised by CBS Sports, will be 
Saturday, June 19. 

“It gives more teams an opportunity to play 
in a regional, but at the same time you now 
have to win two regionals to go to Omaha,” 
Alabama Baseball Coach Jim Wells said. “All 
of the details have not been finalized, but J 
would assume we would have the opportuni- 
ty to host two regionals with the new setup. 
“Overall. it is a good thing for college base- 
ball,” 

The 1999 season marks the 50th year the 
College World Series has been played at 
Omaha's Johnny Rosenblatt Stadium. The 
CWS moved from Kalamazoo, Michigan, in 
1950. 


Batter Up 

The NCAA Baseball Rules Committee and 
NCAA Championships Committee an- 
nounced changes in the maximum batted- 
ball velocity and size and weight specifica- 
tions for non-wood baseball bats. The 
changes will take place August 1, 1999. The 
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changes are designed to make the metal bats 
perform more like wood bats, 

Tide Coach Jim Wells likes the idea, “Yes, I 
do like the changes,” Wells said. “These 
changes will make it more like the game at 
the professional level. The good hitters will 
still hit, but good pitchers will now be re- 
warded more for their efforts. 

“| think the 21-14 championship game 
(USCS win over Arizona State in this year's 
College World Series) really brought this out. 
It is not real baseball now. We need some 
changes.” 

The rules committee agreed that a maximum 
batted-ball velocity of 93 miles per hour, plus 
one mile per hour deviation for test variance, 
would be required for all bats used in NCAA 
contests, To meet this standard, manulactur- 
ers would be required to submit their bats for 
certification lo an independent testing group 
lo measure the batted-ball exit velocity of a 
moving ball that is hit by moving a bat. The 
independent testing group also would conduct 
compliance tests for the NCAA on each bat 
model purchased at random. In addition, the 
committee agreed to decrease the maximum 
allowable diameter from 2 3/4 inches to 2 5/8 
inches and the length-to-weight unit differen- 
tial from five to three, without the grip (a 34- 
inch-long bat can weigh no less than 31 
ounces without the grip), 


High Hopes 

Alabama's soccer team suffered huge grad- 
uation losses from last year’s squad, but its a 
measure of Coach Don Staley’ success that 
the league's soccer coaches have picked the 
Crimson Tide to finish second in the SEC 
Western Division this year. Ole Miss is 
picked to win the division, while Florida is 
the selection in the Eastern Division and for 
the overall championship. The Tide is going 
to have to show much improvement if it is 
to be competitive. Alabama was 3-4 after its 
first seven matches. 

Alabama will host the SEC Tournament 
November 5-8 at the Alabama Varsity Soccer 
Field, 

The Tide soccer field is now equipped with 
lights for night play. The inaugural game 
under the lights was played before an enthu- 
siastic record crowd 879 as Bama defeated 
Colorado, 3-0. 


Gymnastics Schedule 

Coach Sarah Patterson has announced the 
1999 Crimson Tide schedule, and it shows 
that Crimson Tide gymnasties fans are going 
to get plenty of opportunities to see Bama in 
action in Coleman Coliseum. In addition to 
six regular dual meets, Alabama will have its 
annual “Meet the Team” event on January 3 
and the Tide will host the Southeastern 
Conference championships Saturday, March 
27. 

Bama will have home meets against Ohio 
State, Auburn, Minnesota, Georgia, Kentucky 
and LSU. 

The schedule: 

January 3 Meet The Team; January 8 Ohio 
State; January 16 at Georgia; January 22 
Auburn; January 30 Minnesota; February 5 
at Florida; February 13 Georgia; February 
19 at Penn State; February 21 at 
Massachusetts: February 26 Kentucky; 
March 6 LSU: March 13 at Utah State. 
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Following the SEC Championships, the 
NCAA Regionals will be April 10 and the 
NCAA Championships April 22-24, both at 
sites to be announced. 


NCAA Honors Booth 

For Merritt Booth, the important thing was 
the doing. So the awards that have been tum- 
bling toward the four-year All-American are 
icing on the cake, and the fact that the awards 
are among the highest the NCAA has to offer 
is mystifying to her. 

“| know the gymnasts who have earned these 
kind of awards in the past, and | just never put 
myself in their category,” Booth said. She may 
not have, but her coaches and the awards com- 
mittees at the NCAA certainly have, 

“Merritt is one of the finest young women 
to ever to go through our program,” 
Alabama Gymnastics Coach Sarah Patterson 
said. “She is highly deserving of every award 
she gets.” 

During the summer, Booth earned an 
NCAA Postgraduate Scholarship, becoming 
the eighth gymnast to do so, And in the first 
days of the fall semester, she found out that 
she was one of 10 finalist nationwide for the 
NCAA Woman of the Year award. It marks 
the third time in as many years that an 
Alabama athlete has made it to the finals for 
that award. Swimmer Amy DeVasher was a [i- 
nalist in 1996 and gymnast Meredith Willard 
earned runner-up honors as a finalist in 
1997. 

Booth was a four-time All-America and a 
four-year Scholastic All-America. She has 
been active in the community during her 
Tuscaloosa tenure and earned entry into sev- 
eral campus and national honoraries. She is 
currently finishing her degree in psychology 
and will enter medical school.

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The Freshmen: 


Providing Short- And Long-Term Help

Freshmen have made a quick impact, testimony to the good recruiting work of 1997-98 


hen the dust had settled on 

Alabama's 1998 football recruit- 

ing efforts last February, every- 
one was ready to pronounce it a magnificent 
class of newcomers-everyone, that is, except 
Crimson Tide Head Coach Mike DuBose. 

It is traditional on Signing Day to have the 
head [football coach make a few comments. 
Those with very good recruiting efforts usu- 
ally say something like, “We won't know 
how good this class is for two or three 
years.” Those whose recruiting efforts seem 
to have fallen short say, “We aren't worried 
about what other people think. We got the 
players we think can come here to Blah Blah 


University and be good football players and 
earn their degrees.” 

DuBose, only very reluctantly, was willing 
to come before the press and discuss his new 
class. However, once he did he admitted that 
it appeared Alabama had met many of its 
needs. On the other hand, he was already 
setting the table for the 1999 recruiting 
class. saying that the next recruiting year 
would be the “most important in Alabama 
history.” He expects another class like the 
last one to put Bama back into the national 
championship picture in a year or so. 

Meanwhile, DuBose has been willing to 
say a little more than “We'll have to wait two 


or three years.” Early on he said he thought 
that every signee had a chance to participate 
this season and that he expected about 15 of 
them to fall into that category, The actual 
number of new scholarshipped players par- 
ticipating may fall slightly short of that 
number, but in Bama’s first two games, nine 
true freshmen and three junior college 
signees saw playing time. 

Junior college signees who had played were 
linebackers Canary Knight and Miguel 
Merritt (although most of Merritt's time had 
been on special teams) and defensive end 
Cornelius Griffin. lt appears likely that Todd 
Whitmore, who went through spring training

Moorehead can be an All-America if he continues his hard work. 
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as an offensive guard, but who has been 
moved back to the defensive line, will be red- 
shirted. DuBose still hopes to get one other 
junior college signee playing time. However, 
offensive tackle Kenric Lott was still not in 
the playing rotation for the first two games. 


ddly, the signee who drew the most 
attention was not one of those who 
had participated. Tyler Watts, the 6- 


3, 205-pound quarterback from Pelham 
High School, was listed as third team quar- 
terback. And in modern college football. 
only two quarterbacks get meaningful prac- 
tice time because of the limit on the hours 
of practice time and on the number of 
coaches and players. In Alabama’s case. 
those two are the ones who finished one- 
two at the end of spring practice when 
Watts wasn’t on campus and at the end of 
two-a-day practices when Bama had to begin 
getting ready for the first game. Starting 
quarterback John David Phillips gets about 
70 per cent of the practice repetitions and 
Andrew Zow gets the rest of them. 

“Tyler is not getting a lot of physical reps, 
but he’s getting a lot of mental work,” 
DuBose said during Bama’s lone off week be- 
tween the Vanderbilt and Arkansas games. 
That was actually a week in which the Tide 
had three days of practice and Watts did get 
a great deal of drill work since the game 
plan wasn't in. 

DuBose said, “Tyler is very intelligent. If 
he had to, 1 think he could go in and do a 
reasonably good job of running the offense. 
He is into it in practice.” 


And DuBose wouldn't be surprised to see 
Watts playing this year. Although there has 
been much speculation about Watts being 
redshirted this year ever since DuBose an- 
nounced the pre-season depth chart in 
which he was third team, the Tide head 
coach said, “I do think we will have to play 
him before the season is over with. In an 
ideal world we wouldn't have to, but it’s not 
an ideal world. 

“With the nine games we have remaining, 
it's unlikely that we'll get through without 
having to go to our second and third quar- 
terbacks. You look at the NFL, and they're 
all looking for that third quarterback who 
can throw the ball. The quarterbacks take 
some shots back there” 


he biggest surprise among this year's 
freshman group is Terry Jones, Jr., the 
son of Alabama's strength and condi- 
tioning coach. There is no question that 
“Junior,” as he’s called, has the bloodlines. 
His father was a great Alabama player who 
went on to a career with the Green Bay 
Packers. And there's no doubt that Jones is a 
fine athlete, The Birmingham News listed 
him as the state’s top basketball prospect 
prior to last season. 

But the surprise is that Jones, 6-3, 255, 
started his first college game at tight end, 
even though he had never played tight end. 
And even though he had played only one 
year of football at Tuscaloosa Central High 
School. And even though that year was as a 
defensive lineman in 1996, And even 
though he was coming off knee surgery that 


ended his prep basketball career in mid-sea- 
son, 

“He's been a pleasant surprise,” DuBose 
said, “He catches the ball good in practice 
and we've got to start getting it to him in 
games. | think he’s going to be a big-time 
player.” He is the only freshman to earn a 
starting job and the first at Alabama to start 
in the opening game of his freshman year 
since offensive lineman Larry Rose in 1985. 


ther freshmen playing on offense are 
wide receivers Eric Locke of 
Murfreesboro, Tennessee, and 


Freddie Milons of Starkville, Mississippi: 
and fullback Marvin Brown of Hyattsville, 
Maryland. Another offensive player, running 
back Shontua Ray of Montevallo, has thus 
far been limited to special teams play. Locke 
and Milons are both in the regular playing 
rotation. Brown is listed as second team full- 
back, but that’s a position that isn’t used on 
every play, which limits his playing time. 

Freshmen defensive players who have seen 
action are linebackers Darius Gilbert of 
Oxford and Victor Ellis of Red Bank, 
Tennessee; cornerback Reggie Myles of 
Pascagoula, Mississippi: and end Kindal 
Moorehead of Memphis, although all but 
Moorehead have had most of their playing 
time on special teams. 

DuBose commented on each of the fresh- 
men who is seeing playing time. 

On Locke, 5-9, 180: “I’m really happy with 
him. He has tremendous hands and quick- 
ness. We have to get him more involved.” 

On Milons, 5-11, 174: “We need to take 
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our shots deep with him. He has tremen- 
dous speed. He’s a play-maker. If we get him 
the ball underneath, he has the ability to 
turn it into a long play.” 

On Brown, 6-0, 245: “He's as physically 
and mentally tough as any freshman I’ve 
ever seen. He’s an excellent blocker and 
runner. He needs to work hard on catching 
the football.” DuBose was particularly im- 
pressed by Brown prior to Bama’s second 
game of the season. In Monday’s practice 
Brown suffered a separated shoulder. He 
was taken to the training room where the 
shoulder was put back in place. Brown went 
and put his shoulder pads back on and re- 
turned to practice. 

On Ray, 5-10, 191: “He has tremendous 
speed, but he has got to learn to play with 
that speed. We need to give him a lot of reps 
so he won't have to think about what he’s 
doing and can go all out.” 

On Gilbert, 6-2, 220: “He does a real fine 
job on special teams and the more he grows 
and matures, he’s got a chance to be an out- 
standing outside linebacker.” 

On Ellis, 6-2, 225: “He's similar to Darius 
in that he does a fine job in special teams 
play and we think he is going to be an ex- 
cellent inside linebacker.” 

On Myles, 5-11, 181: “He's got a chance to 
be a real fine cover corner(back). He’s ad- 
justing to the speed of the game.” 

On Moorehead, 6-3, 289: “Football player. 
He amazes me. He’s made more second- and 
third-effort plays than anyone on our foot- 
ball team. That is very unusual for a fresh- 
man. His motor runs all the time. It's amaz- 
ing that he does what he does because he’s a 
freshman and because he was a middle 
linebacker in high school. He never played 
with his hand on the ground before this 
year.” Earlier this year DuBose had said that 
Moorehead has a chance to be an All- 
America if he continues to work as hard as 
he has in his first year. 


atts is not the only true fresh- 
man DuBose sees as having a 
chance for playing time this sea- 


son. Although he hopes the remainder of 
the freshmen can be redshirted, the Tide 
head coach said that injuries at certain posi- 
tions might mean some freshmen would 
have to be pressed into action. 

Among those he mentioned are wide re- 
ceiver Sam Collins (6-2, 185, Fayette), 
linebacker Marvin Constant (6-3, 237, 
Tuscaloosa) and one or more offensive line- 
men, Lanis Baxley (6-7, 280, Waynesboro, 
Georgia); Marico Portis (6-3, 297, Prichard); 
and Bart Raulston (6-8, 320, Sylvania). 
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Freshman Darius Gilbert (99) combines with older linebackers Eddie Hunter (47), Travis 
Carroll (44) and Trevis Smith (48) to make a tackle in the Vanderbilt game.

Senior linebacker has 
kept positive attitude 


ike a lot of his teammates on the 
| University of Alabama football team, 

Granison Wagstaff had impressive 
credentials coming out of high school. 
Playing for Enterprise High School, one of 
the states outstanding prep football pro- 
grams, Wagstaff was a three-year starter for 
Coach Bill Bacon, making 115 tackles as a 


senior and helping the Wildcats reach the 
semi-finals of the state play-offs where they 
were nipped 21-20 by eventual state cham- 
pion Central High of Phenix City. 

Wagstaff earned first team all-state honors, 
was ranked among the region’s top 
prospects, and was offered scholarships by 
most of the Southeastern Conference 
schools plus Georgia Tech and Southern 
Mississippi. He narrowed his choice of col- 
leges down to Tech and Alabama before 
picking the Tide. 

“I liked the way Alabama plays defense,” 
Wagstaff said. “ They really fly around to get 
to the football. Alabama has also produced 
some great linebackers who have gone on to 
the NFL and done well,” he said in explain- 
ing why he selected Bama. 

Since arriving at The Capstone, however, 
things have not exactly gone the way 
Wagstaff envisioned. A fifth-year senior, he 
redshirted in 1994 and has since played 
sparingly, mostly on special teams while 
seeing spot duty on defense. A 6-3 and 235- 
pound outside linebacker who squats 450- 
pounds, bench-presses 355-pounds and 
runs a 4.9 forty yard dash, Wagstaff is cur- 
rently locked with Eddie Hunter behind 
Canary Knight and Clint Wagoner on the 
Tide depth chart at jack linebacker. He is 
also a member of the goal-line short yardage 
package and a back-up on the kick-off re- 
turn team. 

Wagstaff actually got most of his playing 
time as a sophomore when he played in 
seven of the Tides 11 games. The most ac- 
tion that he has seen in any one game was 
when he played several snaps in Bama’s 31-0 
whitewash of Ole Miss in 1996. Despite see- 
ing limited action throughout his college 
football career, Wagstaff has maintained a 
positive attitude. 

“I'm disappointed that I have not played as 
much as I thought I would play before I got 
here,” he said. “I wish that I had played 
more, but I realize that there are only 11 po- 
sitions on defense and everybody can’t play. 
So I just try to contribute and help the team 
in any way that I can. I'll do what it takes to 
help Alabama win. 

“I have to admit, sometimes I do get 
down. But my mom always told me to keep

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working hard and think positive, and every- 
thing will work out. I've had my ups and 
downs, good times and bad times (these last 
five years). In some cases the bad times out- 
numbered the good times, but overall its 
been a great experience,” Wagstaff said. 

Even though he has had few chances on 
the field on fall Saturdays, Wagstaff said he 
has no problem staying motivated because 
of his love of the game. “I have a great love 
for the game of football,” He said. “I watch 
the game and I study the game.” 


egardless of the way his college career 
Ris panned out, Wagstaff said that he 
oes not have any regrets. “I proba- 
bly could have gone to another school and 
been a starter or played a lot, but Alabama is 
known for winning and I want to always be 
associated with a winner,” he stated. “I take 
great pride in wearing that crimson jersey. 
Everybody can’t wear that jersey. There's a 
standard that you have to uphold at 
Alabama. You have to win, but you also 
have to maintain class every time that you 
step on the field as well as off the field. I'm 
proud to be a part of that great tradition. 
“I'm happy where | am right now. I’m glad 
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that | came to Alabama because Alabama has 
a good school of communications, and I 
think that I'll have a better chance of getting 
a job graduating from Alabama than from 
some place else.” 

A journalism major who enjoys writing 
poetry, Wagstaff completed a summer in- 
ternship with The Alabama Sports Network 
where he worked with Kirk Wood. He also 
has already had a couple of articles pub- 
lished in ItS Showtime, a black sports maga- 
zine. He said the experiences will help him 
reach his goal of working in television, ei- 
ther as a sports commentator or news an- 
chor. 

Wagstaff, who in addition to writing also 
enjoys playing other sports and listening to 
music, says that, probably unlike some of 
his teammates who have experienced suc- 
cess on the field, many of his college high- 
lights have in fact come off the field rather 
than on it. 

“I'll be graduating in December, so when 
that happens that will probably be my 
biggest thrill,” he said. “And just meeting 
people and making friends, including the 
great bunch of guys on our team, that means 
a lot to me because some of them will be 


friends for life.” 

On the field, although he didn’t play in ei- 
ther contest, Wagstaff cites the 1994 
Georgia game when the Crimson Tide beat 
the Bulldogs on a last-second field goal, and 
the 1996 Auburn game won by Bama in the 
final moments, as games that stick out. 
Wagstaff has also played on two SEC 
Western Division Championship teams 
(1994 and 1996), but he doesn’t have any 
rings since the conference does not award 
rings for division titles. However, he does 
have bowl watches from Alabama's Citrus 
Bowl victory over Ohio State and Outback 
Bowl victory over Michigan. 

Showing signs of maturity, again perhaps 
unlike some of his teammates who hold on 
to what may be unrealistic dreams of playing 
professional football, Wagstaff said, “Only 1 
per cent of college football players make it 
to the NFL. Maybe it's not meant for me to 
play at the next level. My cousin (former 
North Carolina player Vonnie Holliday) was 
drafted in the first round by the Green Bay 
Packers, so I'll just get my enjoyment watch- 
ing him and seeing him do well. 

“Maybe its better for me to contribute to 
society in other ways.”

Despite setbacks, senior

Winston visited with his parents 

just outside a gate by the players’ 
dressing room shortly after the Tide's sea- 
son-opening victory over the Brigham 
Young Cougars. He and his parents were 
having photographs made. 


In some respects the picture session was 
somewhat like Winston's career. The pic- 
tures being made that Saturday night 
weren't in celebration of the player's great 
contribution to the win, although he did 
see spot action at both cornerback and on 
special teams. They were just making up 
for a previous lost opportunity. 

“We took some pictures after the A-Day 
Game, but my mom didn’t get in them,” 
Winston said. “She came over to get a pic- 
ture.” 

Winston, from Montgomery, has experi- 
enced more ups than downs while at The 
University. He admits that at times things 
did not happen the way he had expected 
his college football career to progress, and 
he was not having very much fun. All he 
asked for was a chance. 

“I just wanted a chance to compete,” 
Winston said. “I felt early on I wasn’t given 
the chance. 

“Last year I had a shoulder injury that 
sidelined me for the rest of the season. | 
was just going to work hard and get back in 
there.” 

Winston was an all-area quarterback and 
defensive back at Montgomery’s Carver 
High School before being converted to cor- 
nerback while at Alabama. A position 
change is not unusual for a player going 
from high school star to a college team full 
of former stars. Just on this year’s team are 
dozens of other Tiders who have played 
various positions, including such well 
known performers as Trevis Smith, Warren 
Foust, Clint Waggoner, Shawn Draper, Sam 
Matthews and John David Phillips. 

Winston said most players don’t have a 
problem with changing positions, primarily 
because the goal of any player is to get into 
the game regardless of position. Although 
Alabama coaches have traditionally allowed 
the player to decide whether he wants to 
switch, the message is pretty clear: You’ve 
got a chance to play if you switch, and you 
don’t have much of a chance to play if you 
don't. It’s in the best interest of the team to 
have the players in their best positions. 

“Switching positions is not very difficult 
if you want to play,” Winston said. “I’m the

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type of person who will do what's best for 
the team and what will get me on the 
field.” 

Winston has been both at cornerback and 
at safety.

duty each of the next three years. 
He played in three games, including a sea- 
son-high 10 plays in Bama’s 10-3 win over 
LSU, in 1995. His sophomore campaign 
was his most active as he was in six games, 
seeing most of his duty on special teams. 
However, there would be no repeat of ac- 
tion against LSU. Winston would suffer the 
first of two career shoulder separations in 
preparation for that game against the 
Bengal Tigers and miss the remainder of 
the 1996 campaign. Last year in the season- 
opener against Houston he saw regular 
duty in the secondary, backing up André 
Short at strong safety and playing on spe- 
cial teams. However, he against suffered a 
shoulder separation, this one ending his 
playing time for the year with the season 
barely begun.

Somehow it is fitting that one of Winston's 
best friends among his teammates was 
forced off the team this year. Winston had a

squad and transferred. 

“Steve and | have always been close,” 
Winston said. “We've always been real 
close and look out for each other. He's not 
here, but he should be here. I pray for him 
and know that he'd do the same thing for 
me.” 

Winston admits that the amount of play- 
ing time has not been to his liking, but he 
said that he puts it in the hands of the Lord 
and does not worry about it. It makes him 
happy and keeps the lack of playing time 
from affecting him in a negative manner. 

Winston feels good about this year’s team. 
He feels that each member of the team has 
responsibilities and that the record at the 
end of the season is in everyone's hands.

National Title May Be 
Out Of Bama’s Reach

team to look like a national 
championship squad-in fact, to look 
like more than a dozen of those title 
teams. That's because Gottfried intends 
to implement the offensive scheme em- 
ployed so successfully for so many years 
by legendary UCLA Coach John 
Wooden (and many imitators). Of 
course, the system is only part of the 
equation, so it’s possible that Bama 
won't win the national championship 
this year. 

“We'll have an up-tempo style,” said 
Gottfried, whose tenure at Alabama has 
been the same. “It’s been full-speed, but 
I love it,” he said of his first half year on 
the job. 

Gottfried knows that he can do only 
what his personnel fits. But, he said, 
“We'll incorporate the fast break into 
our offense. As time goes by you'll see 
more of that. We have to see what's best 
for this personnel, and we'll evaluate 
that in the early practices. But our goal 
is to incorporate as much fast break bas- 
ketball as we can.” 

Gottfried, 34, came to Alabama from 
Murray State, where he was head coach 
for three years. Prior to that he was an 
assistant coach at UCLA, including 
serving as top assistant under Jim 
Harrick on the Bruins’ 1995 national 
championship team. At UCLA he came 
under the tutelage of Wooden, as well 
as Harrick, who is also an apostle of the 
Wooden system. 

“It was a benefit to me to be at UCLA 
to learn that system,” Gottfried said. 
“Now that’s our system. Our practice 
plan is the UCLA system.” 

For several decades, Alabama fans 
have watched an Alabama half court of- 
fense that was similar to most others, 
that is one with a point guard, two wing 
players (one called a small forward and 
one a shooting guard or big guard), a

high post player (the power forward) 
and a low post player (center). Now 
Bama will be in a high post offense, 
with two guards out front, a center in 
the high post around the free throw 
line, and two forwards down low. 
Naturally, this is not a stagnant forma- 
tion, but rather a starting point. 

The key is balance. Gottfried said, 
“We will have a balanced court, and 
that means we can feature any player. 
We'll feature the best scorer regardless 
of position. And it can feature more 
than one player. The system should 
produce balanced scoring.” 

He said, “We like to score a third of 
the time from our break, a third of the 
time in our half court offense, and a 
third of the time on special situations, 
such as out of bounds plays and steals. 
Although we will be balanced, we are 
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going to run. If the players have a desire 
to play an up-tempo game and put 85- 
90 points on the board, they are going 
to like this offense. Our intention is to 
play a fast, fun style of basketball.” 

Gottfried believes one positive about 
his first Alabama basketball team is that 
it has four seniors. “That should give us 
good leadership,” he said. Those seniors 
were part of a 1997-98 team that went 
15-16. 


ne thing the new Alabama of- 

fensive alignment does is 

change the role of senior Brian 
Williams, who has been both a point 
guard and a wing player in his Alabama 
career. The use of two similar guards 
means both guards will have point 
guard and wing guard type responsibili- 
ties on offense. 


Williams was the leading scorer for 
Alabama last year, averaging 16.1 points 
per game. He had 28 points against 
eventual national champion Kentucky 
in Bama’s last game of the year in the 
Southeastern Conference Tournament. 

Another returning starter at guard is 
Chauncey Jones, a junior college trans- 
fer last year who was a point guard. He 
averaged 9.9 points and 3.5 assists last 
year. 

Williams and Jones rank as the fa- 
vorites to play the two guard spots, but 
others are in the mix, including some 
forward-type players. Tarik London was 
a back-up point guard last year, while 
Terrance “Doc” Martin became a force 
as a back-up wing player late last sea- 
son. Martin had knee surgery in March, 
but should be full speed when pre-sea- 
son practice begins October 17. 

Gottfried will also look at a couple of 
incoming freshmen at the guard spots, 
including 6-7, 170-pound Cedric Patton 
of Huntsville Grissom and Travis 
Stinnett, a 5-11, 165-pounder from 
Maryville, Tennessee, who was original- 
ly a Gottfried signee to Murray State. 

The guard positions also include two 
of Alabama’s three invited walk-ons for 
1998-99. Ray Johnson (6-2, 180) is a 
redshirt freshman who was a member of 
the squad last year, while a newcomer is 
Jaeson Maravich, son of basketball leg- 
end the late Pete Maravich. Gone from 
last year’s squad is walk-on Blake 
Thrasher, who earned a great deal of 
playing time but decided not to play his 
final season, and little-used Rongie 
Cowser, who transferred. 

Bama also has a returning signee at 
the high post in 6-10, 250-pound 
Jeremy Hays, who could be an all-star 
candidate. Hays had one of his best per- 
formances when he led Alabama to an 
SEC Tournament win over Vanderbilt 
with 18 rebounds. In fact, in the final 
six games of 1998, Hays averaged 14 
points and 12 rebounds per game. He 
had 26 points and 10 rebounds against 
Georgia and blocked seven shots against 
Auburn (to go along with 14 points, 12 
rebounds and six steals in that game). 
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For the year he averaged 9.3 points and 
7.3 rebounds. MC Mazique, a 6-10, 
240-pound senior who has had only 
limited playing time, will be worked at 
the high post, as will redshirt freshman 
Sam Williams (6-8, 230). 

Bama lost both men who started most 


games at the two forward positions last 
year, Demetrius Alexander (12.5 points, 
8.3 rebounds per game) and Damon 
Bacote (11.7 points and 4.5 rebounds 
per game) completing their eligibility. 
Three men with limited playing time 
and a highly-regarded incoming fresh- 
man are the top candidates for the two 
forward positions. 

One of Alabama's most popular play- 
ers is Neil Ashby, the 6-8, 180-pound 
sophomore jumping machine (he has a 
36-inch vertical leap), who saw limited 
action last year, primarily because of de- 
fensive deficiencies. Two other forwards 
on last year’s team were victims of in- 
juries. Junior Alfred Moss (6-8, 210) 
suffered a fractured elbow and Senior 
Chris Rollins (6-5, 205) suffered a bro- 
ken wrist. Rollins started early last sea- 
son. 

One of the more anticipated additions 
to the Crimson Tide lineup is freshman 
Sam Haginas, who comes to Alabama 
from Mobile UMS-Wright Prep, the 
same high school from which Gottfried 
graduated. Haginas, 6-8, 235, was Mr. 
Basketball in Alabama last year as he led 
his team to the state championship av- 
eraging 16.4 points and 7.6 rebounds 
per game. Solomon Davis (6-6, 210) of 
Eight Mile is a walk-on forward 
prospect. 


ottfried said the mix of players 
is “a hodge podge, like a stew. 
We've got a little bit of every- 


thing. All of them have different 
strengths. Our job as coaches is to see 
which ones go together to give us the 
best mix.” 

That’s what practice is for, and 
Gottfried believes the first three or four 
practices “should be fun. We need to 
see someone emerge, step up and be a 
player.”

Defensively, Gottfried said Alabama 
will be primarily a man-to-man team 
with “some zone.” He said, “We will try 
to put pressure on people. You have to 
be able to defend different ways. You 
have to be versatile.” 

He said that in order to have success, 
Alabama “will have to be disciplined, 
smart, and play together as a team on 
both ends of the court.” 

The Tide head coach has put together 
a relatively difficult first schedule, but 
he said, “The schedule is always going 
to be tough because the league is always 
tough. Otherwise, it's a good blend. We 
have some tough road games, but we'll 
have those games returned later. We 
have a nice trip to Hawaii, but there are 
some tough teams waiting there, teams 
like Michigan State, Pepperdine and 
Tulsa.” 

But if you think this year’s schedule is 
tough, wait around a year or two. 
“We're talking to Arizona, Kansas, 


Duke, and Michigan, among others,” 
Gottfried said. “We won't have them all 
in one year, but those are the type teams 
we want to be playing as part of our 
pre-conference schedule.” 

While it's safe to say that Bama won't 
get a lot of attention as a national cham- 
pionship contender this season, the 
words of Mark Gottfried when he was 
announced as Alabama’s head basketball 
coach on March 25 are worth noting. 
“Just for the record,” he said, “I don’t 
think there is any reason why the goals 
of this basketball program are anything 
short of putting a national champi- 
onship ring on your finger. Those play- 
ers who want to be a part of this pro- 
gram can expect to approach every day 
with the goal to be at that level, to stand 
on the top box. I have experienced that 
level one time as an assistant coach. It’s 
not an easy journey, not an easy thing to 
do. But I and my staff are committed to 
basketball.”

ketball at the University of Alabama as 
the Crimson Tide is celebrating its 25th 
season.

So, when Moody approaches the 1998-99 
season announcing that his current crop of 
newcomers could be his strongest recruiting 
class yet, it is cause for attention. After all, 
this is a man who landed the Naismith, 
USA Today and Parade national player of the 
year, Yolanda Watkins, in just his third try at 
recruiting back in the fall of 1992. 

“In my opinion, it’s the most talented 
group of players that we've ever brought in,” 
Moody said. “We've got four guards, and 1 
think they are all going to be big-time play- 
ers for us at some point, hopefully sooner 
than later because we are depending on a 
couple of them to step up and get the job 
done.” 

Still, Moody cautions, it will be October 
17, when the NCAA allows teams to hit the 
court together for the first day of official 
practice, before he'll have any real idea of 
this group’s potential.

Alabama in scoring in 1998 with 
21.5 points a game and in rebounding with 
7.1 rebounds a game, returns for her final 
season. 

“| have absolutely no idea who will be 
starting for us this season,” said Moody. 
“Dominique is the only legitimate starter we 
have coming back. Every other position on 
the floor is wide open. | do believe we have 
some people returning who could fill those 
slots, and we have some people coming in 
who could possibly fill those spots. The 
thing that is exciting for me as a coach is 
that opens the door for a lot of intense com- 
petition. When players realize they have an 
opportunity like this, it creates a great, com- 
petitive atmosphere out there on the floor,” 

Its the quick who will survive that compe- 
tition as Moody has gone back to his 1994 
Final Four game plan which incorporates 
the racehorse style of basketball that put 
Alabama on the map back when it had 
guards like two-time All-America Niesa 
Johnson and Final Four All-Tournament 
team member Betsy Harris. But bigger play- 
ers, like Mills and All-America forward 
Shalonda Enis, found the pace slower and 
the play geared more toward their inside 
power in the last couple of seasons. 

“Back in 1992-93-94, Alabama played a 
style of basketball that was very exciting, a 
94-foot game defensively, trapping all over 
the court, really shooting a lot of threes if 
they were open,” said Moody. “It was an ex- 
citing style of basketball. We recruited back 
to that style, The last couple of years we've 
had some great inside players with Yolanda, 
Shalonda and Tausha, so we've really been 
an inside-oriented basketball team. And it’s 
been good to us. We still understand that 
you have to win inside in the Southeastern 
Conference, bul, we're going to be shooting 
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the ball a lot quicker. And you'll see us 
putting up a lot more three-point shots be- 
cause we were able to successfully recruit 
shooters.” 

Moody will return veterans Canty, Latrish 
Jones, a three-game starter last season who 
averaged 3.9 points and 4.1 rebounds; and 
sophomore Joni Crenshaw. With 10 games 
to go in the season-including the SEC and 
NCAA postseason—Crenshaw separated her 
shoulder and was lost for the year. She’d ay- 
eraged 5.5 points and 4.0 rebounds and was 
a 53.5 percent shooter, the Tide’s best per- 
centage shooter. 

Nicole Carruth, who has been prone to 
ankle injuries throughout her season, could 
also factor in as a starter at guard in her 
sophomore season. She sat out her freshman 
year after breaking her ankle early in the 
season. Carruth averaged 4.1 points in 30 
games last year. Alabama also returns junior 
college transfer LaToya Caudle, a 24-game 
performer inside who averaged 3.9 points 
and 4.1 rebounds. 


he most likely candidate besides 

Canty to secure a starting role comes 

from Alabama's cast of newcomers. 
Kaunda Williams was the 1998 Junior 
College Player of the Year, Moody’s third 
coup at landing the best junior college 
transfer since he signed Enis four years ago 
and followed the next year with Mills. 

“Kaunda is the most prominent because 
she was the player of the year and she does 
have that proven experience. Each year, 
those players of the year have helped our 
program, and I believe she, too, will signifi- 
cantly impact this team. She led the nation 
in scoring last year at Gulf Coast 
Community College, and she'll get the same 
chance here at Alabama. She can really 
shoot the basketball.” 

Also promising is Beth Vice, a 5-11 fresh- 
man guard who was “Miss Basketball” in 
Kentucky. National AAU all-America Shondra 
Johnson will push for point guard. Moody 
says he likes her instincts at point guard and 
her ability to score going to the basket. 

“The sleeper of the bunch is Shun 
Hunter,” says Moody. “She’s coming in from 
Pensacola High School. She’s the biggest 
guard that we’ve signed at 5-11, and she’s 
very gifted athletically. My understanding is 
she’s a real quick jumper, very aggressive 
player. I like that kind of player.” 

Inside the newcomers include LaNisha 
Cartwell, a 6-2 forward from Montevallo, 
and Nikki Prescott, a 6-2 forward/center 
from San Diego, California. “They both have 
a lot of ability, very athletic. And LaNisha

Grizzard First To Commit To Tide 


by Kirk McNair 


Gottfried wants to keep 
state stars for Alabama 


good year to be recruiting men’s basket- 

ball players in Alabama. After something 
of a drought of top players in recent years, 
this year’s crop of prep stars is excellent, 
And new Alabama Head Coach Mark 
Gottfried has made it clear that he thinks 
every top player in the state of Alabama 
should be The University’s to lose. Bama is 
making a thrust to land a handful of in-state 
players in the early signing period, 
November 11-18. This year’s senior class of 
high school basketball players is compared 
to 1981, when Charles Barkley, Bobby Lee 
Hurt and Enis Whatley were all seniors. 

Gottfried has gotten off to a good start in 
the recruiting wars by landing one of the 
best in the state and nation, 

Rod Grizzard, a 6-7 guard from 
Birmingham's Central Park Christian 
School, announced in early September he 
would be signing with Alabama. Although 
he was recruited by a number of schools na- 
tionwide, including Kansas and Kentucky, 
he said early that he expected to play close 
to home. He said that he picked Bama over 
Alabama-Birmingham, Auburn, Florida 
State and TCU. 

Grizzard, who is coached by Dr. Levan G, 
Parker, transferred to Central Park Christian 
two years ago for academic reasons. He had 
not previously played high school basket- 
ball, but last year, in his junior season, he 
led his team to an undefeated season and 
the national championship in the National 
Association of Christian Athletes tourna- 
ment in Dayton, Tennessee. As a junior 
Grizzard averaged 25.6 points, 9.7 re- 
bounds, 5.5 assists and 2.5 blocked shots 
per game. 

Although he is not yet eligible for fresh- 
man participation, Dr. Parker said that 
Grizzard’s grade point average had been 
going up since his transfer to Central Park 
Christian. He said Grizzard would take the 
ACT in October, 

Dr. Parker said that several factors played 
into Grizzard choosing Alabama. “Rah Rah 
(Alabama Assistant Coach Robert Scott) had 
known Rod since he was a kid,” the coach 
said. “We are a pressing team and Rod wants 
to play in that style, so when Coach 


I: is common knowledge that this is a 
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Rod Grizzard, a 6-7 guard from Central 
Park Christian High School in Birmingham, 
was the first player to commit to sign with 
Alabama in the early signing period, which 
begins November 11. 


Gottfried came in with that UCLA style, that 
helped. Rod wanted to play somewhere that 
his family could see him play on a regular 
basis. The other factor was that Alabama has 
always been Rod's favorite team.” 

During the summer Grizzard competed in 
a number of prestigious camps, including 
the Nike All-American Camp in Indianapo- 
lis, Indiana; the Boo Williams Invitational in 
Hampton, Virginia, and the Orlando 
(Florida) Super Showcase. 

Prep Stars, a recruiting publication, ranked 
Grizzard as the nation’s 15th best high 
school senior player. 


ottfried doesn't intend to stop with 
Goes If Bama can land all the 

top players in Alabama that should 
rank the Crimson Tide recruiting effort 
among the best in the nation. 

There is no question Gottfried faces a 
daunting task in trying to lure the state’s top 
prospect to Alabama. Marvin Stone, the 6- 
10, 242-pound power forward [rom Grissom 


High School in Huntsville, has been widely 
reported as being a “lock” for Kentucky. 
Several recruiting publications, including 
Full Court and Recruiting Beat, have predict- 
ed Stone would ink with the Wildcats, (Full 
Court had also predicted Grizzard would 
sign with Alabama, but both publications 
said Donnell Harvey, the 6-7 forward from 
Cuthbert, Georgia, who was considering 
Alabama would sign with Georgia Tech, and 
Harvey has committed to Clemson.) 

Stone’s coach, Ronnie Stapler, told The 
Cats’ Pause, a publication that covers 
Kentucky, that there had been dozens of ru- 
mors regarding Stone, including one that he 
would by-pass college and go straight to the 
NBA. “He's going to the place that is best for 
him,” said Stapler. “He's looking to do as 
well as he can academically as long as he's 
there and wants a place that will continue to 
develop his skills. 

“Marvin wants to enjoy college whether 
its for two, three, four or even five years,” 
Stapler said. “His parents want him to get an 
education.” 

Stone averaged 19 points, 14 rebounds, six 
blocked shots and five assists per game last 
year, He hit 65 per cent from the field. 

Stapler told the publication he didn't know 
where Stone would go, but said, “I know he 
likes a lot about Kentucky, Auburn and 
Alabama are making big pushes. He knows 
he'll get to play wherever he goes, but obyi- 
ously Kentucky has a lot going for it.” 

Last year Alabama signed Stone’s former 
high school teammate, Cedric Patton. 

Bama is also thought to be involved with 
6-6 forward Erwin Dudley of R.C. Hatch in 
Uniontown, 6-2 guard Terrance Meade of 
Scottsboro (who is thought to be leaning to 
Auburn), and 6-6 forward Derrick 
Underwood of Boaz. 

The Tide has also had a visit from a junior 
college sophomore, Antonio Jackson. He's a 
6-5 guard at Butler Junior College in Kansas. 
Jackson played his high school basketball at 
Huntsville Butler. 


Ithough it may not get as much at- 
Ate as men’s basketball recruit- 

ing, the state of Alabama also has one 
of the nation’s top prospects for women's 
teams. Tide Head Coach Rick Moody is ex- 
pected to battle Tennessee for the signature 
of Gwen Jackson of Eufaula High School. 
She was named “Miss Basketball” by the 
Alabama Sports Writers Association as a ju- 
nior as she led Eufaula to a 30-6 record. The 
6-3 forward averaged 28.5 points a game to 
lead the state in scoring. Her 400 field goals 
(in 733 attempts) was also a state high. She 
averaged 12.6 rebounds per game.

It's not a great year for 
skill position players, but 
there are a few great ones 


he state of Alabama ordinarily 
| boasts a large number of high 
school senior skill position players, 
but this is an unusual year in that it ap- 
pears early in the fall that there are fewer 
such players this season. Not only are 
there fewer of the so-called blue chip ath- 
letes in the skill positions, the consensus 
of various recruiting “experts” is that there 
is a severe drop-off from those top 
prospects to the next level of suspects. 

This second installment in a look at the 
top players in Alabama features those skill 
position players—quarterbacks, running 
backs and [ullbacks, wide receivers, defen- 
sive backs, and kickers. 

Pigskin Preps Recruiting Magazine has it 
that only four of the top ten players in the 
state of Alabama are skill position players. 
Moreover, only nine of the top 25 fall into 
that category. 

Of course, the recruiting situation can 
change during the fall, owing both to ath- 
letic and academic situations. 

As always, it must be stressed that this is 
not The University of Alabama's recruiting 
list. This information is drawn from the 
lists provided by state newspapers and re- 
cruiting publications. These prospects are 
listed in alphabetical order by position, 

Quarterbacks 

Gentrell Eatman, 6-0, 172, with 4.6-sec- 
ond speed in the 40-yard dash, from Eutaw 
High School, comes from a family of ath- 
letes. He is a passer who also can run the 
ball when the situation calls for it. He 
passed for 1897 yards. 16 touchdowns, 
and only five interceptions last year. He 
also had 600 yards rushing and found the 
end zone seven times. Most scouts feel that 
he is a little short for a college quarterback 
and plan to move him to the secondary at 
strong safety. He will be no stranger there 
for he led his team with 111 tackles as a 
junior and had six interceptions. He has a 
3.0 GPA and is being courted by Illinois, 
Kansas, Michigan, Oklahoma State,

Mississippi State, lowa, and UAB. He was 
his team’s MVP. 

Bobby Moore, 6-1, 185, 4.6, Northport 
Tuscaloosa County, was the leader of last 
season's 6A state champs and is probably 
the state's best collegiately-prepared quar- 
terback. His father is his coach, and he dis- 
plays it on the field. He can beat you with 
his arm, feet, and head. He passed for 1415 
yards and 10 touchdowns, plus he ran for 
1384 yards and 12 touchdowns. He reads 
defenses and makes the perfect calls to get 
his offense into the right play. He makes 
very good pitches on the option and they 
normally lead to big plays. He is well quali- 
fied and is looking at Nebraska, Georgia 
Tech, North Carolina State, Alabama, and 
Auburn among others. 

Danny Simms, 6-2, 185, 4.7, Cullman, 
likely ranks as the top true dropback style 
quarterback in Alabama. He is following in 
the footsteps of former Cullman and pre- 
sent Duke starting quarterback, Spencer 
Romine. He threw for 1630 yards and 11 
touchdowns as a junior but he needs to de- 
crease the number of interceptions if he ex- 
pects Lo sign division one. He is already 
qualified but he needs to improve his arm 
and overall strength. He is looking at 
Tennessee, Auburn, Alabama, Southern 
Mississippi, Vanderbilt, Georgia Tech, 
Duke, Mississippi State, and Troy State.

Donte Andrews, 5-11, 170, 4.27, 
Prattville Autauga Academy, is a virtual un- 
known to most, but he has the one tool 
that every player wants and that is speed. 
He could start at most public programs and 
would be very effective. His private school 
numbers are something to behold. He 
rushed for 858 yards as a sophomore and 
1650 yards as a junior, Colleges may use 
his speed to make him a wide receiver. He 
is being scouted by several schools across 
the South including Alabama, Auburn, 
FSU, Georgia Tech, Kentucky, and Troy 
State. He should qualify without any 
problems. 

Dwone Hicks, 5-11, 219, 4.38, Huntsville 
Lee, is the number two running back in 
Huntsville and a player who had a break- 
out junior year with 1300 yards and 12 
touchdowns. He averaged nearly seven 
yards per carry his junior year and most 
colleges are watching him as a senior very 
closely. He has great size, speed, and 
strength. He is considering Alabama, 
Auburn, Louisville, Georgia Tech, and 
Vanderbilt. 

Victor Horn, 6-1, 204, 4.39, Huntsville, 
is one of the top three running backs in the 
state and the number 12 rated player over- 
all by Pigskin Preps. He is making a strong 
push to be the top back. He transferred 
from Johnson High School as a senior and 
it is a move that will pay off for he will get 
the ball substantially more. He can run 
with power and breakaway speed. He had 
630 yards a year ago but only had 72 car- 
ries.

He is a natu- 
ral power runner who had 423 yards and 
seven touchdowns as a junior, He also has 
terrific hands and he is a bone-crushing 
blocker. He is very versatile and could see 
action at linebacker and defensive end in 
college if the situation was necessary. He 
had 70 tackles and seven sacks his junior 
year. He has great strength and has already 
met qualifying standards. He camped at 
Alabama and has committed to the Tide 
over the likes of Auburn, Florida, Notre 
Dame, Tennessee, FSU, Georgia, 
Mississippi State, Georgia Tech, Ole Miss, 
and Vanderbilt.

4.55, Moulton 
Lawrence County, may have more natural 
talent than anyone in Alabama. He has ter- 
rific athletic ability, tremendous leaping 
ability, and also makes acrobatic catches. 
When he decides to apply his every effort 
to becoming a great football player, noth- 
ing will hold him back. He had 27 recep- 
tions for 450 yards and seven touchdowns 
as a junior, and is on track to surpassing 
those numbers easily as a senior. He 
turned in five touchdown receptions in the 
first two games. He also had an 82-yard 
punt return for a touchdown, and a 100- 
yard interception return for touchdown as 
a junior. He needs to get stronger but 
should qualify. He is interested in Alabama, 
Auburn, Mississippi State, Tennessee, and 
Southern Mississippi. 

Deandre Green, 6-2, 210, 4.45, Prichard 
Blount, is the state’s number one receiver 
and overall number seven player in the 
state. He has prototype size and speed. He 
had 72 receptions for 813 yards and 18 
touchdowns as a junior. He has been the 
center of controversy already this year by 
word getting out that he had made a verbal 
commitment to Auburn. He had an inter- 
view in the Mobile Press Register that stated 
that he wasn't committed. He is the big of- 
fensive weapon for the two-time defending 
state champions, and he will be the center 
of a heated recruiting battle, provided he is 
qualified. He says he is interested in 
Auburn, Alabama, Florida, FSU, Georgia, 
Georgia Tech, and Mississippi State.

Defensive Backs 

Once upon a time colleges would take re- 
ceivers who didn’t have good hands and 
turn them into defensive backs. However, 
secondary spots are far more specialized 
now and colleges are looking for players 
with athletic ability, speed, and football in- 
telligence. It goes without saying those are 
difficult players to find. 

Hirchel Bolden, 5-10, 190, 4.4, Dothan, 
is the closest player in the state al meeting 
the qualities described above to be a great 
defensive back. He is a super athlete who 
could be a receiver, running back, or in 
special situations, a quarterback. He ac- 
counted for 2400 total yards and 21 touch- 
downs as a junior. He didn't play in the 
secondary as a junior because he was so 
valuable on offense. He was selected the 
top defensive back at Florida’s camp. He 
has excellent strength and has already 
qualified. He is leaning to Auburn, fol- 
lowed closely by FSU and Florida. 
Alabama could make a late run, and Ole 
Miss and Georgia Tech are long shots. 

Markee Coleman, 6-1, 190, 4.45, Holt. is 
easily the state’s best kepi secret and a 
player who is destined for the top 25 
before season's end. He stars as both a run- 
ning back and defensive back, bur his col- 
legiate future seems to be as a cornerback. 
He runs a consistent 4.45 but has been 
clocked as low as 4.34 according to his 
coach. He had 600 yards rushing as a ju- 
nior, plus he displayed soft hands with five 
touchdown receptions. He is a very good 
tackler for a cornerback and he had 84 
tackles his junior year. His senior year he is 
displaying the instincts and reactions all 
the great ones have as he had two intercep- 
tions in the first two games. He has very 
good strength and also is qualified which 
will only increase his recruitment. He is in- 
terested in Alabama, Auburn, South 
Carolina, Florida, Mississippi State, and 
Ole Miss. 

Leonard Fulgham, 6-3, 185, 4.4, 
Montevallo, is a versatile athlete who may 
become a wide receiver or free safety in 
college. He also will be a dangerous punt 
and kick return specialist. He showed very 
good instincts as a free safety with 8 inter- 
ceptions, three of which he returned for 


touchdowns. He had 2 rushing touch- 
downs, and returned 10 punts and kickoffs 
for touchdowns, but four were called back 
due to penalties. He has an aggressive na- 
ture and he must apply that effort toward 
his eligibility for he has a way to go, but he 
can make it. He also is a basketball player 
who averaged 24 points per game. He is 
looking at Alabama, FSU, Florida, Auburn, 
Kentucky, and Tennessee. 

Odell Graves, 6-2, 200, 4.6, Tuscumbia 
Deshler, is a quarterback / safety who 
moved to Tuscumbia from New York, and 
is the cousin of former Syracuse star quar- 
terback, Marvin Graves. He seems to have 
defensive instincts, and he makes crucial 
tackles for he had 15 touchdown saving 
tackles as a junior. He plays for one of 44 
best teams and he could grow into a 
linebacker. He has heard from Auburn, 
Syracuse, Louisville, Ole Miss, and UAB. 

Antoine Hill, 5-9, 170, 4.5, Prichard 
Blount, is a clone of present Auburn cor- 
netback Larry Casher. He is from the same 
school and he was overlooked as a junior 
because of his more heralded teammates. 
He led the state as a junior with 14 inter- 
ceptions and had 63 tackles. He is a very 
physical player despite his size. He is inter- 
ested in Auburn, Alabama, Mississippi 
State, Georgia Tech, and Southern 
Mississippi. 

Jarian Jackson, 6-0, 180, 4.5, Mobile 
Shaw, is a big sleeper in the Port City and a 
player who could bust on the scene as a Se- 
nior. He loves to take on the opposing 
team’s big receiving threat and make him a 
non-lactor. He had 45 tackles as a junior 
and an impressive nine interceptions. He 
made a name lor himself by intercepting 
three against Blount and the state’s top re- 
ceiver, Deandre Green. He has a chance to 
qualily. He is interested in Alabama, 
Auburn, FSU, UAB, Mississippi State, 
Southern Mississippi, and Tulane. 

Phillip Pate, 6-3, 190, 4.7, Birmingham 
Erwin, is the brother of Auburn starting 
safety, Rob Pate, He is expected to play 
strong safety in college for he is a sure 
tackler who had 114 tackles and six inter- 
ceptions as a junior, He uses his great 
knowledge of the game to be in the proper 
place to make plays. He camped at Auburn 
and committed to the Tigers. 

Etric Pruitt, 6-1, 175, 4.55, Theodore, is 
a legitimate salety prospect who lowers the 
boom on backs and receivers. He played 
free safety as a junior and averaged six 
tackles per game, plus he put away nine in- 
terceptions. He makes the big hits that sep- 
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arate the receiver from the ball. He has 
moved to strong safety his senior year in 
order to take advantage of his aggressive 
style. He had 11 solo tackles, eight assist, 
and one interception in his first game this 
year, He is already qualified and has re- 
ceived serious inquiries from Alabama, 
Auburn, UAB, Notre Dame, Southern 
Mississippi and Georgia. 

Randy Vickers, 6-0, 190, 4.56, Athens, is 
a player who is as solid and steady as any in 
this list. He brings very good speed and 
coverage ability to the strong safety posi- 
tion. He is compact, rugged, and the true 
definition of a winner. He doubles as a run- 
ning back and rushed for 1184 yards and 
16 touchdowns last year. Defensively, he 
had 51 tackles, six interceptions, and re- 
turned two of them for touchdowns, He is 
very strong and he will definitely qualify. 
He made an early commitment to Auburn. 

Anthony Williams, 5-10, 182, 4.39, 
Daphne, is a talented running back and cor- 
nerback who has yet to realize just how 
good he could be. He has great speed, and 
he has the athleticism to be a standout. He 
first must commit to playing and learning 
one position, then work and improve his 
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knowledge of that position. He also must 
improve his academic standing by raising 
both his core and test. He may be destined 
for a junior college start. 

Other potential top defensive back 
prospects in the state are: 

Robert Evans, 6-0, 180, 4.55, Vestavia 
Hills; Adrian Horstead, 5-10, 180, 4.6, Opp: 
Hughie Little, 6-1, 185, 4.6, Aliceville;

Johnson; Jason Myhand, 6-2, 180, 4.6, 
Dothan; Darik Sharpley, 6-3, 185, 4.5, 
Trinity East Lawrence; Jacquez Vickers, 5- 
LO, 165, 4.5, Montgomery Saint Jude; and 
Ryan Yarbrough, 6-1, 175, 4.6, Valley of 
Fairfax. 

Kickers 

The state has produced some great colle- 
giate kicking prospects over the years and 
this year there may be a couple more that 
fit the bill. They have strong legs, good ac- 
curacy, and great work ethic. 

Danny Haynes, 5-10, 200, 4.7, Killen 
Brooks, is easily the state’s best place-kicker 
and a player who has faced adversity like 
no one else in the state. He was born with 
no forearms and his hands are connected at 
his elbows, but that didn’t stop him from 
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playing the sport he loved and that is foot- 
ball. He has a very powerful leg that seems 
to knock the air out of the ball when the 
two connect. He was nine for 16 as a junior 
with a long of 54 on field goals. His kickoffs 
go about 8 yards deep into the end zone. He 
has attended several kicking camps and was 
all-state as a junior, He will likely get looks 
from Alabama, Auburn, Ole Miss, UAB, 
Mississippi State, and many more. 

Steven Lee, 5-11, 170, 5.0, Citronelle, is 
the best place-kicker in South Alabama and 
a player who has some kicking bloodlines. 
His brother, Brian, is the all time scoring 
leader at Ole Miss, surpassing the great 
Archie Manning. Steven may have a 
stronger leg than his brother and he dis- 
played it last year going three for three on 
field goals over 45 yards. He puts his kick- 
offs into the end zone about 60 per cent of 
the time.

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Tide Has Made Improvement

It took just a few games into the 1998 season to show that Bama is on the right track 


t is a safe bet that the 1998 

University of Alabama volleyball 

squad has buried the memories of a 
less than stellar 1997, One has to look 
no further than the 8-4 record that the 
Tide has compiled in the first three 
weeks of the season, That's just one less 
win than Alabama produced all of last 
season, a 9-23 campaign. 

“I think our offense has played out- 
standing thus far,” said Tide Assistant 
Coach John Rodgers. “We have passed 
the ball well and have done a very good 
job of keeping the tempo going our way 
and not breaking down in transition. 
We have also shown a real big improve- 
ment in ball control.” 

The return of eight lettermen from 
last year’s team has spearheaded the im- 
proved play of the Crimson Tide. 
Specifically, the play of outside hitter 
Monica Davis, a 6-0 senior from New 
York and an All-Southeastern Confer- 
ence second team selection last year, 
and Kelly Fash, a 6-1 sophomore, has 
lifted what was a struggling program 
last season into a legitimate conference 
contender in 1998, The SEC pre-season 
coaches’ poll predicted the Tide to fin- 
ish third in the SEC Western Division 
behind Arkansas and Auburn. 

“For two seasons, we have been 
building toward this point,” said Head 
Coach Judy Green. “We struggled to 
build a team bond in our first year and 
spent last year molding our players into 
our system. This spring, a light came on 
for our team, They began just playing 
and realizing that they could be suc- 
cessful. | saw a total commitment from 
the players on and off the court.” 

The Tide began the young season 
with a bang, defeating Northwestern 
State in the season opener, then run- 
ning roughshod through their Crimson 
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Judy Green 


Tide Classic Invitational, taking the 
tournament with wins over Troy State, 
Tennessee-Martin, East Tennessee State 
and Georgia State. 

“We wanted to get more offensive out- 
put from our middles,” said Green. 
“Some of the problems last year were re- 
lated to passing, but our middles had to 
become more aggressive offensively.” 

Point taken. Fash, a middle-blocker 
and native of Lockport, Illinois, cap- 
tured Most Valuable Player honors in 
the Crimson Tide Classic with 3+ kills 
and 22 blocks, including an amazing 18 
blocks in one contest against UT- 
Martin. Fash was also named the SEC 
Player of the Week. 

Sarah Cotten, a 5-11 sophomore from 
Hoisington, Kansas, also returns from 
1997 in the middle and was one of the 
SEC leaders in hitting percentages last 
season. 

On the outside, Davis and 5-11 
sophomore Michelle Green of Rolla, 


Missouri, return at the outside hitter 
positions and 6-0 junior Monica 
Morales of Guaynabo, Puerto Rico is 
back at opposite hitter. “The Monicas 
are a potent duo,” said Green. “Each has 
the skills and capabilities to be an offen- 
sive ‘go to’ player for us. Michelle is the 
most improved player on our team.” 

Green and Morales were both chosen 
to the Indiana University Invitational 
seven-woman All-Tournament team. 
Morales recently recorded 15 kills, com- 
ing on her 20th birthday, in a win over 
lowa. Junior Laura LeBlanc, 5-11, of 
Lafayette, Louisiana, is also back, al- 
though she is rehabilitating following 
shoulder surgery. 

In the Indiana University Invitational, 
the Tide defeated the University of 
Oakland before falling to powers 
Eastern Washington and Indiana. 

“We're still experimenting with a dif- 
ferent type of defense due to our flexi- 
bility,” said Rodgers. “We don’t have to 
play one way because we have two de- 
fenses we can play with according to 
the situation. Our defense can be out- 
standing, but we won't be making any 
major changes. We just want to add lay- 
ers to our offense and defense.” 


eturning as defensive specialists 
are 5-9 sophomore Melissa Clark 
f Fair Oaks, California, and 5-8 
freshman walk-on Jill Funkhouser of 
Montgomery. “Defense is all about an 
attitude and effort,” said Green. 
“Melissa and Jill relish their role as a de- 
fensive stopper. Both are hard-nosed, 
gutsy players who sacrifice for the 
team’s success. They are committed to 
being our best passers and servers.” 

The tempo artist of the Tide also re- 
turns in sophomore setter Allison 
Lange, a 3-8 sophomore from 
Wauwatosa, Wisconsin. By the end of

the 1997 season, Lange had finished the 
season with the fourth-best season as- 
sist total in program history. “Our suc- 
cess as a team will be directly related to 
the play of Allison,” said Green. “This 
year, she is demonstrating a lot of lead- 
ership. She is also much more confident 
in herself and her hitters. Also, Allison 
understands how to motivate each of 
her teammates. 

“It's amazing how good our offense 
was last season despite our inconsistent 
passing. We need to be smart and use 
high percentage shots at certain times in 
the match, Our players need to keep in 
mind to be aggressive, but to understand 
when to hit all out and when a roll shot 
or a tip would be just as effective.” 

The Tide also welcomes a host of 
newcomers for the new season, includ- 


ing 6-0 middle blocker Janet Golen of 
Palos Heights, Illinois; 6-1 middle 
blocker Sarah Kreimer of Blue Springs, 
Missouri; 5-10 opposite hitter Lexee 
Marshall of Greeley, Colorado; and 5-10 
outside hitter Jen Wagner of Hope, 
Indiana.
